— A sensation 
was created in court, yesterday in the 
trial of Adam Brabender, the wrecker 
of the Erie County Savings Bank, 
when Mrs. Maguire, a, depositor, rose 
in the witness bo^; and cupefj the de- 
fendant for robbing her son Michael, 
and t|iu,s causing his insanity, Despite 
tho commands of the officers, she hurl- 
ed anathemas upon the quaking pri- 
soner's head until she was exhausted. 
The indignation among the spectators, 
who were nearly all victims of the 
bank failure, knew no bounds when it 
was shown that Brabender and his 
caahier, Petit, had forged the names of 
many prominent citizens to paper which 
was substituted lor their own just pre- 
vious to the audit. The fraudulent pa- 
per, representing more than §150,000, 
was spread before the courl^.

THE. CITY SCALES. 

Thoro is. reason to beliovo from facts 
that have come to our notico that the city 
scales are in a sad condition of demorali- 
zation and inaccuracy. Or. Tuesday or 
Wednesday 19 hogs wore weighed separ- 
ately at North Saanich and turned tho 
scales at the aggregate of 3,185 pounds. 
Brought to the Victoria city weighing 
machine two days later they wero found 
to weigh only 2,011 pounds, or 574 pounds 
less than at Saanich. A liberal allowance 
for shrinkage during the two days' drivo 
would be 228 pounds — an extreme figure. 
Deducting thiB from the 574 pounds there 
is an actual shortage of 340 pounds ! The 
difference is sufficiently great to be alarm- 
ing and to raiso a wide field fur conjecture. 
The owner of the hogs convorsed with a 
city butcher about the shortage and was 
told, "Oh 1 we always buy pigs by those 
scales ; but I am not aware that we ever 
30W any by it." Another butchor remark- 
ed that on ona occasion he went to the 
scales to weigh some heavy article and 
found them 80 pounds off tho balance, 
which he romodied by inducing a small 
boy to stand on tho platform aa a regula- 
tor. There is no rpasou to boliove that 
the weighing machine is wilfully inaccur 
ate. Its condition is duo to the fact that 
it is left uncovered in all weather and that 
small stones, cravol and dust are con- 
stantly working into its delicate parts 
Tho attention of the civic authorities and 
of Mr. Richard Jones is called to this 
machine. Its condition is a serious thing 
for farmers and othors who are required 
to uso it in weighing hay, Btoek, etc. 



Keceiition of ihc Govpruor-Geii- 
ernl. 

To tub Editor: — So it would appear 
that thus far the reception of the govor- 
nor-general has settled down "j what was 
suggested at the publio meeting, viz., 
"the giving him a good dinner." Any- 
thing more thoroughly English than such 
a proposition could not have buen sub- 
mitted, showing that though so far dis- 
tant from the mother country we shall 
retain our national propensities, and was 
a proposition that camo with good grace 
from tho ample proportions of tho gentle- 
man by whom it was submitted. "We 
don't want," observed Mr. Fell, "any tri- 
umphal arches." Well, certainly there is 
nothing like laying in a good foundation 
ai suggested by the indulgonco in this 
time-honored national custom of the 
"good dinner" with tho opportunity of- 
fered for after dinner speeches; but while 
in no way undervaluing tho proposition 
I am by no moans so enamored of it aa to 
think the reception should bo limited to 
the giving of a "good dinner." John 
Bull is assuredly quite equal to tho doing 
of something more than more indulgence 
in eating and drinking as is well evidenced 
by ennobling testimony. Tho compli- 
mentary receptiou of the govornor is, of 
course, in honor of him as representative 
of our Queen, and should far extend be- 
yond the mere pleasures of tho table. It 
it true that in the meantime we are placed 
at a disadvantage in not knowing when, 
or whero his excellency would land, and 
the route that would be taken; but not- 
withstanding Mr. Fell's objection to tri- 
umphal arches, etc., I think the occasion 
may be very fairly used to afford an ex- 
hiliatory holiday for our citizens. The 
marshalling together of our various socie- 
ties, the assembling of the school children 
and the exercise of their voices in giving 
the national anthom, ond notwithstanding 
the objection to triumphal arches, I Bee 
no objection to them. Tho expense need 
not be very alarming. Wo should show 
ourselves on that occasion to tho best ad- 
vantage, not o:;lv to tho governor, but to 
ourselves with our ;:<:uiy excellent insti- 
tutions for promotion of furthor good. 
After such a reception tho "good dinner" 
advocated by Mr. Fell would be in order, 
but for our own credit's sake do not let 
tho reception be merely limited to the 
giving of this "good dinner" lest it should 
make us a laughing stock by the observa- 
tion that all the Johnny Bull's in Victoria 
could think of on tho coining of their 
governor was feeding him. Loyalty. 



IRELAND. 



A Comment on Chamberlain's 
Speech. 

Dublin, Sept. 17.— United Ireland, 
commenting on Mr. Chamberlain's recent 
speech, sayB: "Twenty-Haven mvincibles 
murderod government officials, attacked 
judges and jurors, and held this great 
city and state chattering with terror until 
the band was finally broken up because 
aomo of its membors failed to romembor 
their oath of refusal to open their lips, 
when, if they had kept their mouths seal- 
ed, the Castle Star Chamber inquiry 
would have moroly involved a week iti 
prison. Similar organizations would be 
started in every city, town and village 
throughout Ireland if Mr. Chamberlain's 
argument of Irish weakness is pushod to 
extremities." The paper then discusses 
the probable result of England following 
the policy indicated in Mr. Chamborlain's 
speeches, and says bucIi a course would 
probably result in a French army landing 
at Limerick simultaneously wit! 1 , an IriBh 
conflagration in all the principal citiea in 
England, and well planned attacka on var- 
ious palaces and banks in London. It 
confutes the charge of the impotonoy of 
the Irish people, hints at the possible 
national boycotting of English steamships, 
commercial travelers, officials, soldiers 
and policemen, and warns Chamberlain to 
moderato hi3 rancour towatda Ireland. 



Almost 11 Great Disaster; 

Nmv York, Sept. 19.— Tho steamship 
Republic of the White Star lino came in- 
to collision with tho steamer Aurania of 
the Cunard companj* this afternoon in 
Gedney's channel. Both vessels wero 
outward hound. Tho Republic had hor 
stem broken off about two feet above the 
water line, while tho Aurania was dam- 
aged on her port counter. No one was 
injured. The Aurania proceeded on her 
voyage. The Republic steamed back to 
her dock. Hor injuries will delay her 
here two weeks. Tho City of Chester 
will probably take her passengers next 
week. A panic occurred among the 
■women and children on beard. Tho ac- 
cident was duo to tho Aurania attempt- 
ing to cross tho bow of the Republic.

CABLE NEWST 

SWEDEN. 
Stockholm, Sept. 24 —It has now been 
ascertained that in addition to 17 persons 
crushed to death in tho jam of people in 
front of Mme. Nmlson's house yesterday 
29 others were seriously injured. Mine. 
Neilson is so prostrated by tho shock that 
she has temporarily postponed the fulfil- 
ment of her engagements. 

GERMANY. 
Frankfort, Sopt. 24. — Tho Zeitung 
says DeGiers, Russian prime minister, 
will visit Prince Bismarck and roturned 
home directly. 

TURKEY. 
Constantinople, Sept. 24. — The Porto 
is awaiting an answer from the signatory 
powers to the treaty of Berlin to his cir- 
cular of yesterday respecting the insurrec- 
tion in Roumelia, before taking action for 
the purpoao of reasserting the right of tho 
Sultan in the provinco. Nelidoff, Russian 
ambassador, has received his instructions 
from his government, but is awaiting for 
the envoys of other powers interested to 
be instructed, so that all may notify tho 
Porto simultaneously of the dosirea of 
their respective govornmonts in the mat- 
ter. 

BULGARIA. 

London, Sept. 24. — The Bulgarians are 
angered at the action of Russian officers in 
resigning from the Bulgarian army accord- 
ing to orders. The Russians are jeerod 
at and called traitors, and Prince Alexan- 
der 1ms baeu asked to oxpol them. 

Puilifpolis, Sopt. 24. — Prince Alex- 
ander, accompanied by his stall', met the 
Bulgarian cavalry on tho outskirts of tho 
city, and plaoing himself at tho head of 
the column entered tho town amidst much 
enthusiasm, the peoplo ohoeritig tho 
prince and his soldier* along tho whole 
line of march, Tho prince immediately 
afterwards started for the frontior to in- 
spect the troops. A largo number of 
horses are continually arriving hero for 
the uso of tho troops as a result of tho 
recent requisition, or voluntary gifts 
from tho inhabitants. Everything points 
to active preparation for a defensive cam- 
paign. A number of the committees of 
ladioB are working hard making clothing 
for the soldiers. 

Soveral squadrons of Bulgarian cavalry 
havo arrived here. 

PhiIiLippopms, Sepi. 25. — Whon tho 
late government wr» overthrown Gen. 
Nicoleff, commander of the militia, at- 
tempted to arrest M. Tovoroco, postmast- 
er general, whoreupon the latter drew a 
revolver and fired at him, ir.iliol.ing a 
slight wound. The enragod populace 
then seized Toderoco and tore him literally 
limb from limb. 

Sofia, Sopt.24. — The national assembly 
of Bulgarians has unanimously approved 
of Prince Alexander's action, and pro- 
claim the union of the Bulgarians. ■ 

London, Sept, 24. —It is officially an- 
nounced that Spain will accopt the media- 
tion of the pope in her disputo with Ger- 
many on the Carolines question should an 
arbiter be needed. 

Sofia, Sept, 24. — The Bulgarian parlia- 
ment has voted £500,000 for tho purpose 
of carrying out the unity programme be- 
tween Ruumeliaand Bulgaria, and adopt- 
ed a resolution petitioning the czar to al- 
low the Russian officers of the Bulgarian 
army to remain in the sorvico. 

FRANCE. 
Pahis, Sopt. 24 — Le Paris to-day pub- 
lishes a dispatch from its London corres- 
pondent stating that tho Marquis of Salis- 
bury has obtained a promise from tho 
porte not to Bend Turkish troops into 
Roumelia until the signatory powers to 
the treaty of Berlin have beeti consulted 
ao to the advisability of tho Bultan adopt- 
ing such a course. Salisbury, the corres- 
pondent says, his taken tho initiative to- 
wards sounding the powers, intorosted as 
to thoir policy respecting the insurrection 
in Roumelia. 

SPAIN. 

Madrid, Sept. 24 — Fivo hundred and 
ninety-nine new cases of cholera arid 235 
deaths from the disease wore reported yes- 
terday throughout Spain. 

Madrid, Sept. 25.— The trial of 
cavalryinon who participated in tho anti- 
German riots here has been concludod. 
One sergoant was sentonced to death and 
the other offenders wero sentenced to 
various terms of imprisonment. The 
court has advised the government to par- 
don the sergeant. 

ENGLAND. 
London, Sept. 24. — An immense popu* 
lar meeting was hold hero to-night at 
which orations were delivered by Brad- 
laugh, Morley, Chamberlain, and others. 
The hall in which tho meeting proper was 
hold was packed by an audience of 7000 
and eutaide tho building fully 20,000 
more wpro assembled. The utmost good 
humor prevailed. Chamberlain was 20 
minutes getting through tho crowd. Lie 
made a slashing election speech on a few 
important points, one of which was his 
vehement declaration that ho would 
nover become a member of a cabinet that 
did not adopt reform measures, including 
reformed taxation laws, free elementary 
education and acquisition of land by local 
authorities in order to create small tenants. 
One of tho features of . the eyening was 
Newman Hall's fulsome reference to tho 
royal family. His remarks brought forth 
a storm of derision which lasted fully five 
minutes. 

London, Sept. 24. — St Petersburg ad- 
vices Btate that Russia will domaild that a 
conference of the signatory powers to the 
Berlin treaty to depose Prince Alexander, 
and will suggest Prince Karageorgiwitch, 
son-in-law of Princo Nicolas of Monte- 
negro • as his succoBSor. Prince Kara- 
georgiwitch is de»irous of leading an 
armed force against Sorvia, and hopes to 
gain the support of Austria to such a 
movement; A Servian army corps are 
marching from Nishi Kurz, lyurschinu 
and Alexina towards the Macedonian 
frontier. Tho primo ministor of Greece 
has prepared an army order, but is wait- 
ing the king's arrival at Athens beforo 
issuing it. 

The Rouinelians have formed a camp 
at Hsrmanli to defend tho route from 
Adrianople. 

London, Sept, 25. — Tho Standard's 
Berlin correspondent telegraphs: "Tho 
governments of Turkey, Germany, Franco, 
Italy and Russia havo consented to a con- 
ference on tho Roumelia question. 

Lo.\DON,Sept.24. — Tho Standard's Ber- 
lin correspondent says: "Germany, 
France, Italy, Russia and Turkey have 
consented to£he proposed Roumolian con- 
ference. The assent theroto of England 
and Austria is hourly ezpoctod, whon tho 
time and placo of conference will bo settl- 
ed. 

Lima, Sept. 24. — Gen. Caceros, at last 
advices, was quietly sojourning at Tarona. 



His forces, now computed at 2500 men 
with 10 field pieces, are scattered over the 
country in that neighborhood but make 
no demonstration. 

AMERICAN NEWS. 



SOUTHERN STATES. 
Four Smith, Ark., Sept. 24. — News 
was received to-day of the brutal murder 
of Matt. Banton on the street at Caddo 
on Friday, by Wm. Jones,""a notori- 
ous desperado. Banton was withliis wife 
and children going to a show, whon Jones 
approached and shot him down without 
provocation, and then pushod the dead 
man's wife aside, and curaod and kicked 
tho body. He then mounted his horso 
and rode away and is still at large. 

CALIFORNIA. 
San Francisco, Sept. 24. — May and 
Lizzie Jackson, aged 18 and 22 respective- 
ly, were arrested tlm afternoon charged 
with having entorod tho room of Martin 
Bullor on Monday last and throwing 
vitrei in Iub face. Buffer's wife has been 
absent in the east tsvo years. Shortly 
after her departure, he became intimate 
with May Jackson. When ho deserted 
hor she determined on the revenge of dis- 
figuring him fur life. Ho will probably 
recover. 9

They stated 
that ho male a criminal assault on Miss Hull; but 
sho resisted him, so that he was compelled to shoot 
her to get away.

Cariboo Grand Jury Present- 
ment. 

Richfield, Sept. 14, 1885. 
To the Hon. Mr. Justice Wai.kbm: 

May it please your lordship, — The 
grand jury desire to make tho following 
presentment. Tho building now used aa 
tho common gaol at Richfield has from 
age become entirely unlit for use. The 
rottenness of the logs renders it unsafe 
for tho prisonors, and tho medical officor 
has pronounced it to bo a very unhealthy 
place for criminals to serve a lengthened 
or even temporary sentence. We would, 
therefore, ask you to urge the local gov- 
ernment to have a fit and proper gaol 
built, and on a site whore tho new court 
house would not be endangered from lire. 

While we receive in a spirit of groat 
thankfulness the appropriation of last 
session of §750 for repairs to the hospital, 
we cannot but think it would bo a great 
pity to spend the amount in patching up 
the old building that has soon service for 
nearly a quarter of a century and become 
rotten and unhealthy. Wo would, there- 
fore, recommend that tho sum voted for 
repairs be appropriated for building pur- 
poses and that to this bo added tho aum of 
$2,500. 

Wo are pleased to have this opportun- 
ity of extending to you again a hearty 
welcome to Cariboo, and wo are delighted 
to see you accompanied by Mrs. Walkem 
whose courage in braving tho storms and 
discomforts of travel at this season of the 
year in order to visit the scones and tho 
friends of your earlier days wo duly ap- 
preciate,. We sinoerely jtious the health 
of hers'ejf and daughter has not Buffered 
from tho extreme incleuioncy of the 
weather. 

Since tho question of domiciling the 
supreme court Judges has been Eattlod we 
are glad to lind that you are thr nearest 
to us on the mainland, and wo, therefore, 
hope that we may havo the pleasure of 
seeing you more frequently in future.

THE ROUT OF THE JAY- 
IIAWKEJtS IN KOOTEIYAY. 

Defiance of the .Law— Arrest of 
their Headquarter Stall 
—How the Judge 
"Hloved on their 

Works." 



The trouble at-Farwell lately arose in 
this way: A priaonor, on trial in the 
court for larceny, on the hoaring being 
adjournod, with an offer on the part of 
tho magistrate to grant bail, walked de- 
fiantly out of court, though told by tho 
magistrate not to go until he acknowledg- 
ed his bail. The constable in attendance 
was temporarily absent, but two special 
constables were of course at onco sent to 
bring the' prisoner back. Those two con- 
stables wore sot upon by Mr. Johnston, 
commissioner of police, and five or six 
others, and one was knocked down, 
dragged to the barraoks, and, after an 
immediate burlesque trial, sentenced to 
14 days' hard labor. Tho other was 
assaultod, but made his escape. Cn this 
being reported to the magistrate, ho, beinu 
desirous of amity, directod the imprisoned 
constable to appeal, and placed a warrant 
for the esoaped prisoner's arroat in tho 
hand of John Miles, a regular constable, 
directing him not to execute it immediate- 
ly, as there appeared to be'some ill fool- 
ing, but nevertheless to ""execute it as his 
judgment suggested. The day aftor, a 
group of men in oloae order, marched 
down the street, 

kaoii armed with a rkvolvek, 
as if thoy would "paint" tho town. 
Among them was tho escaped prisoner. 
John Milos, having met them, presented 
tho warrant. Tho prisoner's gang imme- 
diately closed around him, handcuffed 
him, dragged him to tile barraoks and put 
him in a dark cell. The warrant and its 
copy wore taken from him and torn up. 
This daring outrage determined the magis- 
trate to assort the power of the law. Ar- 
rangoments woro quietly but completely 
made to take the barracks next morning 
and rescuo tho imprisoned man. Tho 
crisis created was law or no law — the will 
of a few "jay hawkers" or the will of the 
p'arliamont of Canada. There wa3 no 
question involved as between the provinco 
and tho Dominion. After arrangements 
had boon made tho erring commissioner, 
his chief of police and secretary, having 
strayed from the fold, 

WERE CAPTURED AND CONVEYED TO PRISON, 

followed by about 200 men. This obviated 
the nocosaity for takin« the barracks in tho 
morning, and was a happy incident. The 
imprisoned policemen give an amusing 
account of the inner lifo at tho barracks 
when the news reached thero of tho cap- 
turo of thoir whole "headquarter staff. " 
They fussed about and greased their rifles, 
but the game, in fact, was ended. Such 
was their nervousness that next morning, 
when Mr. Kirkup, at Mr. Johnston's re- 
quest, sent a conatable to the barracks for 
something tho latter wanted to ohoor liis 
durance, the "jay-hawkers" in question 
captured tho messenger and without ask- 
ing questions, put him in the coll where 
Miles was, The two laughed heartily at 
thoir captors' proceedings. Thero were 
other laughable incidents, but by and by 
Mr. Johnston came to reason, and 
HKIiEASED THE TWO IMPRISONED POLICE- 
MEN, 

and thon himself was released on bail. 
Mr. Sproat being thon in possession of the 
evidence of tho constables took stops to 
arrest the "garrison" individually, but 
they "bolted" to Winnipeg, Spokane 
Falls, Eiglo Pass and whero not. Only 
one was 3oizedand he is now up for trial. 
Tho chief of police under Johnston has 
bolted from his bail. "Conscience doth 
make cowards of ua all." It is generally 
supposed that these lawless men had out- 
run Mr. Johnston's control, though, no 
doubt, ho, perhaps, owing to youth and 
inexperience, is also blamable. After cap- 
turing the specials the "jay-hawkers" 
wero overheard at « house in town saying 
"the ball had bagun to move and they 
would make it roll." So it did, but they 
got under it somehow. The rapidity with 
which the "judgo moved on thoir works" 
utterly 11 ibborgasted them. Tho asser- 
tion of the law was effective and will be 
permanent. The "jay-hawkers" treated 
our constables badly; but Mr. Sproatgave 
up the court house to his distinguished 
prisoners and made them a comfortable 
as was consistent with thoir custody. On 
a rumor that tho mounted police wero 
making 

FORCED MARCHES TO THE RESCUE 

a defenco of the court houso was arranged 
under which no small body of attackera 
could have approached within 200 yards 
without being riddled by throe converg- 
ing lines of fire. The attempt, however, 
was not made, and probably was never 
designed, but it is well understood here 
nevertheless, though nothing was apparent 
on the surface, that there would havo 
boen M wigs on the green" before prisoners 
could be rescued by force from a British 
Columbia gaol. This iB, in short, tho 
true history of tho dispersion of the 
Kootenay "jay-hawkers." Tho acoount 
in tho Calgary Herald is tlio purest lying. 
Tho procsodings in the court at Farwell 
are as decorous and regular as in tho 
supreme court of Canada. The abovo is 
the first, and probably will bo tho last, of 
even the slightest show of disrespect to 
the court. Tho prieoner abovo referred 
to was a conatable under Johnston. 

III! WAS ACCUSED OF LARCENY, 

but the charge was not made by any pro- 
vincial officer; it was brought by a respoc- 
tablo citizen and came before the court in 
the ordinary way. The magistrate, with 
liis usual fairness, adjournod the hearing 
so that Mr. Johnston, who was absent, 
might appear as a witness and assist the 
accusod, and ho let the latter out on a 
umall bail, saying that it would be difficult 
to convict a man of larceny unless the 
felonious intent were proved very distinct- 
ly, oven though tha man, as was admit- 
tod, had no warrant ; it might b.o trespass 
and not larceny. Whereupon the prose- 
cutor's counsel proposed to prove the m^- 
tont by an exposure of the alleged mal- 
practices of the man and his associates at 
the barracks. Hence, it is supposed, tho 
fat in the fire, though others say tho out- 
break was mere lawlessness. The agita- 
tion and flight of the whole gang rathor 
support the former viow, but those aro 
outside .matters. The question boforo the 
courf was merely a question of law, and of 
the supremacy of the law in its regular 
administration, Anyhow, tho "jay- 
hawkers" are dispersed with thoir suppos- 
ed illgottou gains into Minnesota, Idaho 
and elsewhere; The provinco iB well rid 
of them.

Two Chinamen ICoh a Friend 
of §1,300 

And Stab Him in the Back. 

Information was brought to the police 
yesterday afternoon of the stabbing and 
robbing of a Chinaman named Wong H ;i 
Lip on the Goldatream road, near the 
Four-mile House. The affair occurred at 
ono o'clock in the afternoon, and some 
couple of hours afterwards tho wounded 
man was brought to town. The police ar- 
rested one of the attacking Chinese, Gan 
Chee Ying. 

Dr. Taylor was summoned, and on ex- 
amination found that tho knife entered 
the right side of the back, just below tho 
last rib, struck the backbone, ranging in 
and upward, making a gash two inches in 
length, the knifo having been twisted 
when in, making a very ugly wound. If 
internal hemorrhage occurs, which is most 
probable, the man will die. 

Last evening Mr. Edwin Johnson, sti- 
pendiary magi3trato, accompanied by tho 
police, proceeded to where tho man was 
lying in bed, on Store street, and took his 
deposition. From this it appears that two 
of Ilia acquaintances, Chim Ah Boon and 
Gan Cheo Ying, Baked him to get them 
work, and tho three at noon yesterday 
started to walk down to tho railway work. 
The latter Chinaman was an old friond 
and tho former a new one. They had got 
almost to the Four-mile House when the 
two friends wanted to come back; Wong 
Hing Lip did not want to turn with them, 
and started to walk quickly ahead when the 
other two followed, and Gan Chee Ying 
caught hold of him and tho other stabbed 
him in tho back, as described. Tho wound- 
ed man fell down, tho knife .still in his 
back. Chin Ah Hoon then took a long 
sack containing $1,300 in greenbacks and 
gold, which the victim carried around his 
waist, and ran away. The wounded man 
know who had stabbed him as he had put 
his hand around and caught the hand that 
held tho knife. When tho other ran away 
Gan Chee Ying took the kuife, turned it 
around in the wound and was going to 
strike again when tho appearance of some 
white men made him take to the woods. 
Tho injured man was convoyed to town. 
Tho Chinamen knew he had tho money as 
they lived in tho same house. The pris- 
oner Gan Chee Ying was shown to his 
victim who recognized him, and al<r> ti e 
knife used on him. This latter is dine 
inches long in the blade with solid handli , 
of tho dirk pattorn, a very datigerois 
looking weapon in the hands of a strong 
man. Wong Hin Lip had only quit work 
a few days and intendod"proceeding to 
China to enjoy the fruits of his tcil. He 
camo from Portland in March last, and 
was evidently a hard worker. 

ThiB daetardly affair at noonday, in ono 
of tho most used country thoroughfares, 
ia probably only the first of a number of 
a similar kind, now that there is no work 
for the Chineso and numbers of them are 
reduced to starvation.

The Cumyow Forgery Case. 

In the police court yosterdaj' W. Cum- 
yow was arraigned, chargod with fraud in 
endorsing a promissory note with the firm 
name of King Tye Co. 

Mr. E. M. Johnson, the complainant, 
produced the promissory note for §100 
made by Cumyow in favor of Wall Chung, 
which note was endorsed by the latter in 
witness'presenco. The note was extended 
from time to time, until August last, when 
Cumyow endorsed the name of King Tye 
Co. payablo on the 22nd September. It 
was not met and witness went to King 
Tye's Btore for collection, and was inform- 
ed that Cumyow hud no authority to sign 
tho firm's name to any note. Cumyow 
claimed that he was a partner and had tho 
right. After further conversation wit- 
ness laid the information. The note was 

ven in part payment for horses on Cum* 
yuw's private account, 

Wang SuiChu, the chief member of the 
firm, wub next examined and 'stated that 
prisoner was not a member of the firm, but 
only employed us interpreter; had no 
authoritytosignnot.es in the linn's name 
unless witnoss wbb first consulted. Cum- 
yow was paid a salary of §50 per month. 
There were nine shares in the business, 
seven of which wore owned by witness, and 
uno each by two others ;0umyow had none. 

The court adjourned fur half an hour 
while the books of the firm were sont for, 
when other evidence was put in, the wit- 
ness contending that Cumyaw had novor 
authority to sign notes in tho firm's name 
unless personally given by witness in 
si igle instances. 

Mr. 'Jhjoc'ore Davie, prisoner's counsel, 
said without calling witnesses ho thought 
lie could prove thero was no forgery. 
Thore wore two things which constituted 
for^e y — false writing, or on intent to 
defraud. In this case ho claimed thoro 
was neither. Tho fact was, Cumyow had 
been the principal in tho matter and had 
always transacted the firm's businoss, and 
the course now pursued by Mr. Johnson 
was merely that to secure tho collection 
of a debt, which should havo been brqught 
to tho county court. B[o \vould ask \tl tho 
faco of thg evidence that snowed there 
was no intent of fraud, on his client's part 
that ho bo discharged. 

After the evidence had been read Cum- 
yow made a statement that he had been 
induuod to give up his Yale situation to 
bocome partner and managor of the King 
Tye Co., that ho had always had one share 
and had authority to sign tho firm's name, 
being a partner, Mr. Johnson was well 
aware that he (Cumyow) and had been in 
tho habit of endorsing King Tye's na^ie, 
and that ho was a party to the lease which 
Mr. Johnson had drawn up. 

His honor said ho would adjourn the 
case and look up tho points suggested by 
Mr. Davie. In tho meantime prisoner 
could have his bail continued.

Regina, N. W. T., Sept. 17.— Riel 
was yesterday notified oUIciallj" of his 
respite till the 18th of October. He re- 
ceived the news joyfully, hnrdly believ- 
ing it, and carefully scrutinizing the 
official document, and asking to bo per- 
mitted to have it in his coll. 

The trial of Nan-e-Sori and oight 
other members of Big Bear's band for 
treason-folony took placo yesterday. 
John Perry and Henry Hal pin gave 
strong testimony against the prisoner*, 
showing their presence at Frog Lake 
during the massacre and at French- 
man's Butte during the tight, and with 
Big Bear during the sixty-two days 
the witnesses were captives. No evi- 
dence was offered for the defence. The 
jury retired, and returned after an 
hour with a verdict of "guilty." Five 
were for and one against a recommen- 
dation to mercy. 

Toronto; Sept. 17. — William Kyle 
&. Co., wholesale tea and liquor deal- 
ers, have temporarily suspended, pend- 
ing an investigation into a number of 
alleged forged notes drawn in favor of 
the firm, and held by various banks. 
Kyle went to Winnipeg some weeks 
ago and gave Colin Munro, junior part- 
ner, power of attorney. Forged notes, 
purporting to be signed by the custom- 
ers in favor of the firm, have been re- 
pudiated by the alleged makers, and 
Kylo suspects Munro of committing 
forgeries. The amount represented by 
the bogus paper is estimated at seven 
thousand. Munro lias disappeared. 

Montreal, Sept. 17. — Dr. McNiece, 
assistant health otlicer, was informed 
yesterday of a case of small-pox in an 
eating house. On proceeding there with 
a police officer the occupants would not 
allow him to enter. Ho forced an en- 
trance and saw six men eating their 
meals and in a room adjoining they 
found a lad, down with a bad case of 
small-pox. The boy was removed to the 
hospital. The doctor discovered that 
the boy's father was sitting on a jury 
in the court of Queen's Bench, in a 
murder trial. Going to the court he ex- 
posed tho man. The judge discharged 
tho jury and the sheriff discharged th 
man from further attendance. The 
court adjourned and health officers dis- 
infected it. 

Bowman vitle, Sept. 12. — The child- 
ren, grandchildren, and immediate 
connections of Mr, and Mrs. Thomas 
Jardine, Sr., to the number of one hun- 
dred and twenty, assembled at the old 
homestead near Tyrone, Darlington 
Township, last evening for the purpose 
of celebrating the 50th- anniversary of 
their wedding. 

Ottawa, Sept. 15. — Senator Schults is 
reported to-night to be in a, very precari- 
ous condition, Dr. Brown, his medical 
attendant, does not think he will survive 
until morning. 

A verdict has boon returned against tho 
city of London authorities, ut the assizes 
there for maintaing a nuisance. 

Trenton has voted a bonus to a firm to 
build a dam and railway and general traffic 
bridge over tho Trent, within tho town 
limits. 

The remains of Joseph Cook, a promi- 
nent merchant of Kincardine, have beeu 
found in tho harbor after being two weeks 
missing. 

Toronto, Sept. 17.— The Mail oBicially 
announces this morning that Edward 
Morgan, barrister, of Newmarket, has 
been appointed junior judgo of York 
county, in room of Judgo McDougall, 
promoted. 

A dispatch from Duluth to Graham, 
Home & Co., reports the burning of their 
steamer Prussia on • Saturday last, when 
off Sand Island, about 70 miles fiom Du- 
luth. The crew was saved. The Prussia 
loft port on Friday last for Bayfield to 
load lumber. The steamer was valued at 
'818,000; insured for §14,000, 

•F. Foulkea Jones, a merchant of Gu»lph, 
while suffering from temporary insanity, 
committed suicide here. 

Toronto, Sept. 15. — A horrible af- 
fair occurrod in the notorious Brown's 
lane, off Bathurst street, this morning. 
Shortly after eight o'clock Mrs. Smith, 
one of the residents, observed two 
young children sitting in the mud with 
blood streaming from gashes in their 
throats. Her screams brought her hus- 
band, who carried the .children into 
his house and rushed for a doctor. 
Meantime a man named Hurley saw- 
traces of blood on the sidewalk, and 
following them up came to the house 
occupied by Joseph Airey, brickhyer. 
He burst open the front door, and on 
entering a bedroom was horrified to 
see Mrs. Airoy lying in bed with an 
infant in hor arms and blood llowing 
from a gash in its throat, She had a 
large table knife upraised in the act of 
striking another blow at the child's 

, throat. Hurley dashed forward and 
wrenched tho knife from the woman. 

' A crowd of excited people soon gather- 
ed, amongst them Dr. McOonnell, who 
promptly attended to the wounded 
.children. Alfred, 8 years of age was 
not so dangerously wounded, but Har- 
ry, aged six, has two ugly cuts. James, 
less than two years old, had the nar- 
rowest escape, tho knife having pene- 
trated the external jugular vein. The 
three children were removed to the 
hospital, and as they are all strong and 
healthy looking, hopes are entertained 
that they will all recover. Mrs. Airey 
is a refined-looking little' woman. Her 
husband says her maiden name is Hart- 
ley, and that her father was a promi- 
nent temperance lecturer in Leeds, 
England. He is hor second husband, 
her former husband being-a man named 
Laycock, two girls by that marriage 
being in England with the deceased 
husband's family. The two wounded 
bovs, Harry and James, were the issue 
of tho first husband. Airey says his 
wife has been greatly addicted to drink 
for years and before leaving for work 
this morning he implored her, as win- 
' ter >vould soon be on, to stop it and 
save a littlo money.

LANDSDOWflTEAT WSItfNIPEG. 


The Proceedings that took 
Place There. 

How They Iteceivetl tho Gov- 
ernor General. 



Tho Manitoban of tho 17th inst. fur- 
nishes an account of tho proceedings in- 
cident to the reception of Lord Landa- 
downo at Winnipeg: "At half-past three 
o'clock this afternoon a quartor battery of 
tho Winnipeg Field Artillery commoncod 
firing a vico regal salute of nineteen guns, 
and whilst this was going on the police 
took position in two lines at right angles 
with tho platform in front of tho city hall. 
They wero followed by the guard of honor 
from the 90th Battallion, which formed a 
double line facing tho platform. Thon 
tho platform commenced to fill, amongst 
those who were upon it being Premior 
Norquay, Mayor Hamilton, Hon. Mr. La- 
Riviere, Hon. Dr. Wilson, Col. Mac- 
Keand and the otlicerB of the 90th, Aid. 
Campboll, Spencer, Crowo, Archibald, 
Ryan, Philips, Crotty, and Pearson, Con- 
sul Taylor, Chiof Murray, City Clerk 
Brown, and others. 

At 3.45 tho vice-regal cava!cado ap- 
proached, headod by Cols. Houghton and 
Taylor on horseback, proceding the carri- 
ago, and accompanied by an escort of tho 
Winnipeg Cavalry; and tho carriages 
drawing up, His Excellency, accompanied 
by Lord Melgund, Lioutenant-Governor 
Aikins, Colonel Forrest, tho Governor 
General's A. D. C. and Capt. Kirby 
alighted nnd ascended tho steps, his ex- 
cellency taking his seat on tho dais, and 
the cavalry forming lino behind tho 90th, 
tho guard of honor meanwhile giving a 
gonoral salute, tho now largo crowd rous- 
ing cheers and tho battory guns booming 
out abovo all other aounda. As soon as 
the guiiB coasod firing tho clerk Bteppod 
forward and read an address which was 
introduced as follows: 

To the Most Honorable Henry Charles 
Keith, Patty- Fltzmaurico, Marquis of 
Lansdowne, in the County of Somersot, 
Earl of Wycombo, of Chipping Wycombe, 
in the County of Bucks, Viscount Cain 
and Calstone in the County of Wilts, and 
Lord Wycombo, Buron of Chipping Wy- 
combe in tho County of Bucks, in the 
Peerage of Great Britain; Earl of Kerry 
and Earl of Sholbourno, Viscount Clan- 
maurico, Baron of Kerry, Lixtiaw, and 
Dunkerron, in the Peorago of Ireland; 
Govornor-General of Canada, and Vice 
admiral of the same. 

The address, which was couched in 
language incidental to such receptions, 
.wag suitably replied to by his excellency, 
who was frequently interrupted by ap- 
plause, and aftor the the address was oyer 
three rousing cheers wore givon for him. 
This closed tho proceedings. 

IBI6II AFFAIItS. 

Interest in Parnell'8 First 
Speech— Unpopular Men 
Shot ut. 

New York, Setp. 18.— A special to 
the Herald from Dublin says: Great 
expectations are hanging upon Parnell's 
next appearance, His first speech will 
probably be at the Wicklow covention, 
October 9th. Thomas Dickson, member 
of Parliament for Tyrone and leader 
of the Ulster Liberals, in a letter to 
the Irish Times says: "For tho Liber- 
als of Ulster there was no need on the 
part of Mr. Chamberlain or Lord Hart- 
ington for a declaration regarding Par- 
nell's demands. While we Liberals are 
willing to concede the largest reform 
required from the obnoxious Govern- 
ment to Ireland, we are prepared and 
determined, come what may, to takfl 
our stand upon union and the mainten- 
ance of the integrity of Great Britian 
and Ireland." 

This morning shots were fired into 
the housee of Cornelius Horrigan, a 
fanner, and William Barrow, a bailiff, 
on Sir Henry Winston's estate, at Bal- 
lynacartSj near Dungarvan. Barroiy 
took an evicted farm and Horrigan 
was treating -for another. Both men 
were denounced at the National League 
meeting in Old Parish last Sunday. 
Grains of shot were found in Barrow's 
bedroom and tho door of Horrigan's 
house was riddled. No one was injured, 
because each of tho intended victims 
was absent. Such occurrences hitherto 
have been unusual in County Water- 
ford. 

Yesterday at the Donaghadee licens- 
ing cession, the police opposed the re- 
newal of tho certificate of Thomas 
O'Keefe, licensed publican, on the 
ground that he refused t.o supply a 
man named Kelly with drink, Kelly 
having been boycotted for some time 
in the neighborhood. Considering tho 
good character of the applicant the li- 
cense was granted, although the magi- 
strate said the act of a publican in re- 
fusing to supply drink to a customer 
was one which might very likely lead 
to a breach of tho peace. It would be 
a dangerous precedent to lay down 
that a publican could refuse drink to a 
man or not as he wished. 

Dublin, Sept. 18. — Tliat portion of 
Mr, Gladstone's manifesto referring 
to Irish affairs was received in t-hia 
city with a feeling of general disap- 
pointment. The ground is taken by 
soma .that the expressions of the ex- 
Premier are in harmony with those of 
Mr. Chamberlain, as expressed by the 
latter recently at Glasgow and else- 
where. Others look for a further de- 
velopment of Mr. Gladstone's ideas in 
regard to tho question of local govern- 
ment in Ireland in hiu future utter- 
ances. 

The Nationalists have decided to 
nominate Parnell for member of Par 
liamenl. from College Green division.

RADICAL TALK. 

Chamberlain's Welcome ut 
Glasgow— A Itap tit the 
Times. 

London, Sept. 1C. — Chamberlain's 
speech at Glasgow last night was his 
best so far. His welcome was one of 
the warmest, the whole audience rising 
and singing, "For He's a Jolly Goed 
Fellow." He is the first Liberal speak- 
er who has been perfectly frank about 
disestablishment in Scotland, which is 
one of the most delicate questions of 
the coming struggle. He said: "I would 
free the church from Stato control, 
whether in England, Scotland or 
Wales, for political or social reasons. 
In the interest of religion itself I am a 
liberationism but," ho addod, "out of 
deference to tho others in tho party I 
don't make those views an indispensa- 
ble condition of your support, as the 
great question will not bo decided in 
the next Parliament." He said, signifi- 
cantly: "But for the possibility of a 
new anil unnatural combination be- 
tween the upholders of authority and 
privilege and the traditional defenders 
of the constitution on the one hand and 
the irresponsible opponents of tho in- 
tegrity of the empire on the other, tho 
Radicals could fight the Tories single 
handed." Replying to the attack of the 
Times he said: "I agree with the late 
Mr. Cobdon, who said the opposition 
of the Times was an indispensable con- 
dition of any successful prosecution of 
liberal reform."
